They fa- 
vor setting up an entirely "social" 
government which would be prac- 
tically Bolshevik in practice.. Their 
ranks 
are 
being • dangerously in- 
creased, however, by recruits from 
among the ranks of discharged sol- 
diers and the rapidly growing army 
of unemployed. 
The great mass of Berliners, as 
well as other Germans, is holding 
back Impatiently, expecting develop- 
ments of the necessary support of 
a provisional government with a-con- 
etttution that would enable thorn to 
participate in political affairs.

nation with such honor and distinc- 
tion in the great war -which Is now 
happily at an end. 


"In the conception of this me- 
morial we have in view a. monument 
which will be a continual and in- 
creasing source of pride and 
in- 
spiration to the living as well as a 
dignified expression, on the part of 
this community, of the high honor 
and esteem with which we regard 
the heroic dead. 


"We wish to call your attention 


to the fact that there 
are 
five 
parties whose interests 
we 
must 


think about and each has asspeclal 
claim for consideration. First there 
are the living soldiers who will re- 
turn to our midst. 


"Second, the heroic dead, who 
will never return. 


"Third,, the childr.cn. the 
wives, 
the mothers and fathers of the dead 
soldiers. 


"Fourth, the people of Alameda 
county 
who 
are 
donating 
the 
memorial, 


"Fifth 
and 
not least, 
'Father 
Time.' 


"May we be permitted to utter a 
word of caution and of warning. 
We are very close to 
this 
great 
catastrophe -which came 
so 
near 


overwhelming the world. 
We are 
too close, in fact and too wrought 
up with emotion to -be able to pass 
calm judgment on what will be fit- 
ting and proper and what -will en- 
dure twenty-five years, fifty years' 
from now. 'Father Time' has a -way 
of healing all wounds. Those who 
mourn now, pass on and are suc- 
ceeded by a new generation with 
new hopes, new 
aspirations 
and 
new ideals. 


TWO THINGS. 
"Bearing these facts in mind, we 
turn to two things which have stood 
the acid test 'of Ume In all genera- 
tions. 
Two things without creed or 
religion but carrying a universal 
appeal to all mankind, Nature and 
Art. 


"Nature. God'a expression of Him- 
self. 


"Art, man's attempt 'to express 
the God-like attributes of his soul. 
"We therefore suggest a building 
to be placed in a public park in the 
city of Oakland which will be In 
effect a dome-like rotunda and will 
serve as the entrance to an art gal- 
lery on the one hand and a mu- 
seum of natural history 
on 
the 
other. Connected with this rotunda 
would be a shrine or sanctuary In 
which would be inscribed the names 
of the dead heroes. A place where 
thot-e who mourn could find quiet 
and peace. 
In the 
main 
rotunda 


would be the names of the living 
associated with war trophies, battle 
flags and mural paintings. 


"If it is the Intention to erect a 
monument or a mausoleum to those 
who died in the war, then it should 
be placed in the cemetery where It 
belongs. If on the other hand the 
living heroes are to be 
considered 
aa well as the 
dead 
then 
the 
memorial of necessity takes on the 
character of a collection ol war 
relics. Implements arid scenes, and 
becomes In effect a wax museum, 
and as such, it is right and proper 
that it should be a part of and con- 
nected with the other museum and 
art activities of the county. 
"A war museum is In the nature 


of things limited In scope and after 
a time ceases to grow. 
But when 


It is made the entrance to a live 
art gallery and museum o'f natural 
history it is always assured .of. an 
audience, as well as expert care and 
attention. 
. . 


"The city of Oakland, the metro- 


polis of Alameda county, has in the 
past year undergone the most re- 
markable 
transformation 
of 
any 
city in the United States. From a 
place of comparative unimportance 
as a seaport, this city has become 
in the short space of a little over 
a year the biggest shipbuilding port 
in the world.

ing lieutenant during the war. and 
is one of the "old ffuard" of the 
downtown police district. 


In the meantime the ousting- of the 


neutrality squad.; by Chief of Police 
Nedderman will-be subject-to a pro- 
test by the! Public Welfare league. 
Airs, Helen S.'Artleda,'executive sec- 
retary of the league, will call on P. 
P. Morse, .commissioner of--.public 
Health and safety, 'to see' why the 
squad, which has been under Cap- 
tain Thorvald Brown, was disbanded. 


Captain Brown filed. with Com- 


.missloner Morse, a communication 
concerning the work of the neu- 
trality squad. 
Commissioner Morse 


said he will decide what action he 
will take after he studies the com- 
munication, which is ao follows: 


"In accordance with my duty as 


directed by the provisions of Sec- 
tion 13 ot the Hart liquor ordinance, 
I am making this preliminary re- 
port to you as Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Health and 
Safety, 
concerning 


conditions In liquor establishments 
In the city of Oakland, which have 
come to my notice as captain of 
police in charge of the neutrality 
bureau working-In conjunction with 
the Federal.authorities. 
"There are two main 
problems 


which confront police officials in 
regulating 
liquor 
establishments 


namely, prostitution and the gam- 
bling evil with its attendant vices. 


"A careful Investigation of these 


problems in Oakland havev enabled 
me to trace most of such cases to 
two breeding places of crime in the 
city of Oakland. 
Each place Is an 


octopus which spreads.Its tentacles 
throughout our city, and Is each day 
becoming- more difiant, vicious and 
unscrupulous. 
One is the Tavern 


Cafe and saloon, conducted by T. 
Muldowney at 811 Broadway, 
and 


the other the ialoon conducted by 
Jack Woolley at 457 Twelfth street. 


"The Stuidowney place is the seat 


of the prostitution evil in the city 
of Oakland. 
Woolley's saloon is the 


headquarters 
of 
Jack 
Woolley, 


'king of gamblers' In the 
city 
of 


Oakland.' We have arrested many 
women found In Muldpwney's place. 
The class of women who frequent 
this place are the worst in'the city 
of Oakland, In fact, James E. Col- 
ston, assistant United States attor-' 
ney, assigned to prosecute prostitu- 
tion' cases, told, me in one of our 
recent conferences that Muldowney's 
place was the worst of its kind that 
he knew of. 


"Woolley's saloon is the headquar- 
ters of all the known bunco men, 
pickpockets and thieves in-Oakland. 
The gambling fraternity works out 
of this place—gambling Is conduct- 
ed in this place contrary to the pro- 
visions

Known criminals, who are banished' 
from other'clties, are welcomed and 
harbored by Woolley.

AMEKIOA'S OPPORTUNITY.

Some idea of the financial standing of the 


•jOnited States in its relation to the nations asso- 
"cfated in the war against the central powers was 
"given in an address in New York a few days ago 
by'Mr. O. P. Anstin, statistician of the National 
'City Bank.. The figures he submitted nre too 
.large to be easily comprehended, bnt they afford 


• Borne interesting comparisons. 
' National debts of the world, said Mr. Austin, 
;haye increased from |44,000,000,000 to $204,000,- 
^ 
« - 
' 
,000,000; and the interest payments thereon have 
•grown from less than §2,000,000,000 per annum 
to over §10,000,000,000. Jn addition to this the 
"oBCovered" paper money of the world has in- 
creased from less than £3,000,000,000 in'1914 to 
'about §24,000,000,000 at the present time. To 
•wh'at Extent this enormous increase in^ world cur- 
rency and world indebtedness has caused-the in- 
'••crease in the cost of living meantime, Mr. Austin 
did not attempt to tell, nor was it possible, he 
said, to estimate the rate at which the sums of 
uncovered paper could be withdrawn from circu- 
lation or national-indebtedness reduced. 


• But the United States, Mr. Austin said, would 
enter the new conditions of world trade resulting 
from the war with a leas handicap than that of 
many of the sister (nations. The excess of exports 
over imports during the war period have aggre- 
gated about $10,000,000,000, and as a result the 
nation now holds fully one-third of the gold of 
.the world. Meantime our indebtedness abroad 
has been reduced from an estimated |5,000,000,000 
to' approximately |1,000,000,000 at the present 
time, and our loans abroad, including those by 
.individuals, corporations and the advances made 
by the government to our Allies, 
aggregate 


approximately |10,000,000,000. 


We have thus been transformed from a debtor 


to a creditor nation, and instead of sending many 
.millions of dollars abroad to pay interest we 
.shall ia future be receiving many millions of 
•dollars in payment of interest. The stock of 
money in tho United States has increased from 


per capita in 1914 to about $56 per capita 


at the present time. Meantime we have, happily, 
developed the savings habit and the number of 


in the United States of bonds and similar 


._sec^rities has increased from about 300,000 at the 
.^beginning-of the war to over 20,000,000 at the 
•present time. 
:l 
These conditions at home mean the possibility 


;of ability to supply the demands of the empty 
. shelves in every part of the world, and to carry 
this merchandise we shall have a larger tonnage I 
:of our own steamships than ever before. The 
central powers, which were accustomed to export 
«about $3,500,000,000 worth of merchandise an- 
nually, were cut off from overseas commerce dur- 
ing the war and the Allied countries, which 
formerly exported about §6,000,000,000 worth of 
•merchandise annually, reduced that total to little 
more than $3,000,000,000, thus creating the great 


~ demand abroad, especially for manufactures. 


This gives to the United States at the present 


moment a special opportunity to enlarge its ex- 


routes and protection for-domestic industries in 
the home markets. 
' 


But that the government is as fully informed 


as to the needs of the situation as are the business 
men must be accepted as a fact. The government 
would be chargeable with gross neglect'of its 
opportunities and •with ignoring the lessons of its 
experience if it did not have an intelligent idea 
of wh'at is necessary to maintain the prestige in 
world markets gained during the war period. 
Congress is in session now. What will 
action be?

L delayed, experimental ^nterest tn 
the fact that, while there are many • 
little boyg under 5 and 6 years'of'• 
ago with light, flaxen, blond tresses, 
there are very few above 12 with",, 
golden hair. This curious observa^ 
tlon can be easily verified. 
Go out 


into the street and count the num- ' 
ber of little boys with light hair. 
Then count the number of youths 
and men with dark locks." At once 
yon will be amazed. 
There 
are 


few grown-up men with blond hair. , 
They have black, brown, chestnut 
and other dark shades. 
Moreover, 


their hair la not cu^rly. 


• It has now-been found by biologists 
and ethnologists that blonde hair is 
a dominant factor in females and a 
recessive factor in males. 
That Is 


to say, dark pigments or coloring 
matter is almost a male, sex-linked 
character. Children much under 12, 
and especially up to 5 and 6 years 
of age, are not matured as to sex. 
In fact, at the time when a boys 
voice begins to lose its effemmate- 
like timber and a girl 
begins 
to, 


blush and believe ehe is pretty-oc- 
curs around the age of 14 or 15. 


At earlier ages little boys are al- 


most the same as little girls m all 
their emotional, chemical and men- 
tal attributes. They are a bit more 
willful, 
domineering 
and 
mis- ' 


chievous, and perhaps, 
too, 
they 


are harder to manage, but In voice, 
hair, features, comeliness, bashful- 
ness, their grace and poise they are 
as much feminine as masculine. But 
when "boys will be boys" Instead of 
the childish, undertermined beings 
of the first ten years or 
BO, the 


beautiful, blond, curly, flaaren tresses 
of babyhood begin-to 
change, to 


dark hues. 


Exceptions to this are not ef- 


feminate men. Light hirsute adorn- 
ment, such as tltlans, reds and light 
shades, are in mature youths ands 
men due to ' a straight line Inheri- 
tance. 
If a blond-haired man and 


a darU-haired woman marry, their 
children after maturity will all have 
dark' hair. 
If any of the 
dark- 


haired offspring marry other simi- • 
larly descended dark-haired. matea 
there will be two permanently light- 
haired children in every eight born. 
If these are boys they will remain 
light-haired all. through 
life, 
no 


matter how old they grow. 
Any, 


some .or all of the others may be 
light-haired in .childhood. 


In adult life, let it: be remem- 


bered, there will be 75 per cent ol 
black, brown or chestnut-tresses. 


Finally, this 
law 
of 
heredity 


shows that of two such light-haired 
adults who wed and have children, 
all of the offspring will have, lig-ht 
hair no matter what age they. at- 
tain.

ties, cessation of immigration and other 
changes in existing conditions are em- 
bodied in a resolution which was passed 
at the meeting laat night of the Central 
Labor Council. The document -was pre- 
sented by a committee composed of E. 
H. Hurley, assemblyman-elect, chair- 
man; 
W. A, Spooner, secretary of the 


Central Lahor Council; S. W. Lore, ed- 
itor of the Labor Record; John L. Mar- 
tin, president-elect of the Shipyard Li- 
borers' 
Union, and W. G. Dickinsen 


The document sets forth the alms of 
organized labor for industrial and so- 
cial reconstruction In the interest and 
protection of the worker. 


Government ownership is recommend- 


ed on the basis of purchase of public 
utilities at cost, Jess depreciation, re- 
gardless of the amount of stock out- 
standing, and prohibition of immigra- 
tion from Europe for a period of not 
less than ten years, is recommended 
under fhe passage of laws identical with 
those applying to the shutting out of 
Asiatics. Canada is excluded from the 
operation of the proposed law. 
A mer- 


chant marine owned, operated and con- 
trolled by the federal srovcrnmcnt. Is 
recommended 
as is likewise the pass- 


age of pure food laws to stabilize the 
prices of all commodities and prevent 
their wanton waste. 


Passage of a child labor law that will 


not be subject to review by any court, 
but which must be recognized and en- 
forced by all courts, is advocated, and 
representation of organized labor Is de- 
manded on all boards of regents and 
boards of control that guide and direct 
the policies of 
government-controlled 


educational institutions. 
Other mat- 


ters covered by the docujnent are tho 
conservation of the natural resources of 
wealth, necessities of life, government 
ownership of our merchant marine, and 
government 
control of 
foreign 
trade, 


employment, collective bargaining, me- 
diation and arbitration and superannua- 
tion. 


A copy of the resolution is to he sent 


to the headquarters of all International 
unions in the United States and Canada 
and is lo be read at the labor congress 
which convenes in Chicago January H 
in the interest of a retrial of Mooney. 
Delegates from sixty-two local unjonsi 
representing approximately 10,000 work- 
ers of the Eastbay districts, voted for 
the passage of the document.
